SOVIET SENTENCES 


BISHOP TO HUTU 


Polish Catholic Prelate and Priest 
Convicted of “Agitating.” 


EXECUTION ORDERED STAYED 


Several Other Priests %re Given Prison 
Sentences for Their Alleged Revo­ 
lutionary Activities— Trial 
Held at Moscow. 


London, March 27.—Archbishop Cie- 
pkik, a native Pole and a prelate of 
the Roman Catholic church, who has 
been on trial in Moscow charged with 
agitating against the soviet govern­ 
ment, was found guilty and sentenced 
to death, said a dispatch from Moscow. 
A priest named Butkevich was also 
sentenced to death, said a later dis­ 
patch. The others were given prison 
sentences. 
The 
central 
executive 
committee 
after the death sentences were Im­ 
posed, issued orders to stay the execu­ 
tions pending further instructions. 
Arrested Weeks Ago. 
Archbishop Cieplak and fifteen other 
Bornan Catholic priests were arrested 
some weeks ago, most of them at Petro 
grad. They were taken to Moscow, 
where formal accusation was made 
against them that they were agitating 
against the established government. 
Only last Saturday the Polish house 
of deputies at Warsaw adopted a reso­ 
lution calling upon the Polish govern­ 
ment to undertake all possible meas­ 
ures to obtain the liberty of Arch­ 
bishop Cieplak and the other Catholic 
churchmen. 
Fear for 2,000,000 Poles. 
It is claimed that the ecclesiastical 
trials at Moscow affected not only the 
principals in the cases but the future 
of the entire Bornan Catholic popula­ 
tion of soviet Russia, which includes 
some 2,OOO,(XX) Poles. Under the treaty 
of Biga, it is claimed by the Polish 
government, all Poles in soviet Russia 
were to be allowed absolute freedom 
of worship.

INDICT TWO IN SMALL INQUIRY 


True Bills at Waukegan Charge Chi­ 
cago Gunmen With Conspiracy 
to Impede Justice. 


Waukegan, 111., March 27. — True 
bills against Eddie Courtney and Ed­ 
die Kaufman, the two Chicago gun­ 
men who are alleged to have toured 
Lake county bribing veniremen who 
were to be called for the trial of Gov. 
Len Small, are reported to have been 
voted by the grand jury after the 
first six witnesses had been called by 
State’s Attorney A. V. Smith. 
Con­ 
spiracy to impede Justice is said to 
be one of the counts. 


St. Augustine, Fla., March 28.—In­ 
vestigation by the United States tariff 
commission into the relation of the 
tariff rates on sugar to the present in­ 
creased sugar prices was ordered by 
President Harding. The Inquiry was 
requested in the following telegram 
addressed to Thomas O. Marvin, chair­ 
man of the tariff commission: 
“Have tariff commission make an 
Immediate inquiry into the relation 
of the sugar tariff to the current 
prices of that commodity. It is diffi­ 
cult to believe that the duty on sugar 
can have any part in making the ab­ 
normal prices which prevail; hut if the 
commission finds there is any ground 
for believing the duty to be even par­ 
tially responsible I shall he ready to 
proclaim a reduction in duty as pro­ 
vided by law.” 
Investigation of Price Boost. 
The order will enlist another official 
agency in the government’s endeavors 
to ascertain responsibility for the grad­ 
ual increase in sugar prices starting in 
February when sugar was selling at 
5 and 6 cents a pound retail as com­ 
pared with present quotations running 
as high as 12 cents. 
Mr. Harding is determined that the 
government shall do all in Its power 
not only to prevent further increases, 
but to bring down the present prices 
should they be found unjustified. 
Mr. Harding, however, is uncon­ 
vinced that the present tariff rates of 
1.76 cents a pound on Cuban raw ami 
2.20 cents on other sugars Is to blame 
for the increased prices which Senator 
Ladd (Rep., N. D.) charges are costing 
the people $90,000,000 annually for 
every cent advanced. 
M ay Ask Special Session.

We hav e been familiar all our liv es 
with certain dlv lalon» or districts used 
for v oting or gov erning taxing pur­ 
poses. 
AU these are important in a 
democracy, a self-gov emlng people. 
Tor example, we hav e the little rural 
achool district where moet children liv ­ 
ing In the country go; the v illage or 
city to which we liv e; the township to 
which we v ote; the county including 
all these; certain dletrlcta for legisla­ 
tiv e purpoeeA both state and federal; 
the statcv itself with Its 102 div isions 
or countiee; and finally the United 
States with Its 48 states and v arious 
possessions. 
In the midst of all these is the com­ 
munity, scarcely yet recognized le­ 
gally, yet of growing Importance to 
our common democratic llf& It is not 
always easy to recognize Its nature or 
ta boundaries. 
The word Itself is 
used often as a synonym for a mere 
>lace or locality—^more flrequentiy per­ 
haps for a neighborhood, and v ery 
often for a town or dty. 
Now, a com­ 
munity is DO one of these. It is not Just 
a locality or a Job lot of people of 
80 many hundred or thousand. 
On 
the contrary, a community is a group 
or company of people liv ing fairly 
close together in a more or less com­ 
pact contiguous territory that are 
gradually coming to think and act to­ 
gether in the chief concerns of life. 
If they are too widely separated they 
cannot come together easily in their 
common activ ities. 
Unless they are 
coming to act together fav orably on 
Important local questions there can 
be little, if any. real progress. 
The shaping of a fav orable public 
(pinion on prd>iems affecting the en­ 
tire community Is one of the important 
functions of a democracy. 
For the 
community is the unit in a democracy 
—not these other div isions or districts 
—^but the community. This is the sim­ 
ple, natural, human unit. 
The proper 
organization and administration of the 
community Is therefore one of the 
first duties of good citizenship. 
In the rural and smaUer communi­ 
ties greater production ia a constant 
need. 
B ett^ marketing conditions, 
both for the products of the farm and 
for obtaining necessai^ supplies and 
the necessary credit to securs these 
are all pressing problems Just now. 
With all our railroads and toterurhana 
still more adequate means of commu- 
nicati<m are demanded. 
We are now 
in the midst of the hard-nmd mov e­ 
ment. 
This will further facilitate the 
free deliv ery of mail. 
The telephone 
is supplemented but not supplanted by 
wireless, radio, broadcasting, etc., but 
we still wait on Edii^on or some other 
genius to enable a speaker to see the 
thousands of people w’ho bear his 
v oice a thousand miles or more away. 
The large communities hav e tbelr 
problems stiU more rather than less 
acute—labor, capital, business, unrest. 


work out ideal programs of play. Btata 
co-operation to the field of athletica 
msy prepare the way, but again tha 
community must organize its own 
forces before parks, playgrounds and 
gymnasiums can be aecured and used 
for the common good. 
The home itself la no exception to 
this law. 
Outside agencies for its im­ 
prov ement, such as the Home and Farm 
bureau, may prov ide plana for its Im­ 
prov ement, but the activ e co-operation 
of the people liv ing close together 
most bring the result so sorely needed. 
The school possibly more than other 
agencies within the community, ex­ 
presses Its life. 
The intent of the 
law is that ev ery community shall 
hav e the kind of school It wants. The 
problem, th« i, is to lead the people to 
want the right kind. 
It is interesting 
in this connection to note that, the 
schocfi is the first Institnion to legaliy 
he recognised to a community entei^ 
prise. 
In 19 17 the word crept Into 
the law Instead of township, and in 
19 19 the present community high 
school law gav e it further sanction. 
Other important Interests not yet 
recognized as communltywide will 
gradually be so organized and admin­ 
istered, such as health, recreation, 
beautifying, and in many communities 
the library, and in some ev « i the 
church. 
The purpose of the Univ ersity of 
IllincHs, through the work of the com­ 
munity adv iser, is to stimulate the 
lo<» l communities throughout the state 
to a greater activ ity in their behalf— 
in dev eloping more fully through their 
own resources “the chief concern of 
life» » —the things moat worth while.

a fking as the kingdom of heav en, the 
Master asserted, is within you. 
It 
Is this self-expression, self-activ ity, 
the community so sorely needs. 
Then 
and then only can these outside agen­ 
cies co-operate fully and efficiently 
with the local community. 
For exam­ 
ple, the statewide health agencies, 
state board of health, Illinois Tuber­ 
culosis association, medical societies 
and nurses* associations may be ev er 
so activ e, but until the community 
busies itself in actually working out 
these plans and purposes neither 
statewide nor the nationwide organiza­ 
tions can function locally. All too long 
we hav e waited on Springfield or 
Washington for what must be done by 
the earnest, hearty co-operation of the 
local community Itself. 
So wRh the v exed question of recre­ 
ation.

The av erage operating expense pet 
bushel of corn on the farms keeping

Below ia giv en the distribution of 
operating expense per acre for 19 21, 
as determined through detailed cost 
accounting studies, and the suggested 
distribution of the costs for 19 22, 
based upon the same studies ov er the 
first ten months of the year.

per cent of the total represented by 
each item is likewise shown: 
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The decrease in 19 22 ov er 19 21 la 
due to lower labor cost and somewhat 
less labor applied. 
The low'er costs 
of labor are due to lower cash wages 
and more hours per laborer during the 
working period. 
The rainy spring 
rushed the ground pr^aratlon into a

Horse labor is somewhat 
lower, due to a decrease in the cost 
of hay fed to work horses.

The full cost of the corn per bushel 
would be determined by adding to the 
acre cost of operating expenses, the in­ 
terest on inv estment in the land and 
div iding by the yield of corn. 
Costs naturally v ary on different 
farms due to the efficiency In use cf 
labor, v ariations In other costs, the 
yield per acre, and the estimated 
v alue of the land upon which the In- 
teiest on the inv estment Is figured.

SOME “NERVE STUFF” 


By R. E. HIERONYMUS, Community 
Adviser, University of Illinois. 
We have been fam iliar all our lives 
with certain divisions or districts used 
for voting or governing taxing pur­ 
poses. 
All these are im portant in a 
democracy, 
a self-governing people. 
For example, we have the little rural 
school district where most children liv­ 
ing in the country go; the village or 
city in which we liv e; the township in 
which we vote; the county including 
all these; certain districts for legisla­ 
tive purposes, both state and federal; 
the state, Itself with Its 102 divisions 
or counties; and finally the United 
States with Its 48 states and various 
possessions. 
In the midst of ail these is the com­ 
munity, scarcely yet recognized le­ 
gally, yet of growing Importance in 
our common democratic life. 
It is not 
alwrays easy to recognize Its nature or 
its boundaries. 
Tile wTord Itself is 
used often as a synonym for a mere 
place or locality—more frequently per­ 
haps for a neighborhood, and very 
often for a town or city. 
Now, a com­ 
munity is no one of these. It is not just 
a locality or a job lot of people of 
so many hundred or thousand. 
On 
the contrary, a community is a group 
or company of people living fairly 
close together in a more or less com­ 
pact 
contiguous 
territory 
that 
are 
gradually coming to think and act to­ 
gether In the chief concerns of life. 
If they are too widely separated they 
cannot come together easily in their 
common activities. 
Unless they are 
coming to act together favorably on 
im portant local questions there can 
be little, if any, real progress. 
The shaping of a favorable public 
opinion on problems affecting the en­ 
tire community is one of the im portant 
functions of a democracy. 
For the 
community is the unit in a democracy 
not these other divisions or districts 
—but the community. This is the sim­ 
ple, natural, human unit. 
The proper 
organization and adm inistration of the 
community is therefore one of the 
first duties of good citizenship. 
In the rural and sm aller communi­ 
ties greater production is a constant 
need. 
B etter m arketing 
conditions, 
both for the products of the farm and 
for obtaining necessary supplies and 
the necessary credit to secur* these 
are all pressing problems just now. 
W ith all our railroads and Interurbans 
still more adequate means of commu­ 
nication are demanded. 
We are now 
in the midst of tile hard-road move­ 
ment. 
This will further facilitate the 
free delivery of mail. 
Tile telephone 
is supplemented but not supplanted by 
wireless, radio, broadcasting, etc., but 
we still wait on Edison or some other 
genius to enable a speaker to see the 
thousands of people who hear ills 
voice a thousand miles or more away. 
The large communities have their 
problems still more rather than less 
acute—labor, capital, business, unrest, 
commercial readjustm ents and munici­ 
pal development. 
In these troublous 
days large and small communities 
alike are striving to bring order out of 
a disturbed industrial aud social order. 
At such a time there is increasing 
need of the various organizations, as­ 
sociations, 
institutions, 
agencies 
to 
work together for the improvement of 
the community itself. 
Expert advice 
may be given, suggestions offered, and 
a kind of help extended from without, 
but the community itself must be more 
active than ever before in its own be­ 
half, 
on 
its 
own 
account. 
Social 
progress Is evolved from within, not 
laid on from w ithout. The average com­ 
munity does not so much need some­ 
thing inflicted upon it 
by 
outside 
agencies as to express more fully 
through its own inherent forces the 
life that is within it. 
Even so good 
a thing as the kingdom of heaven, the 
M aster asserted, is within you. 
It 
Is 
this self-expression, 
self-activity, 
the community so sorely needs. 
Then 
and then only can these outside agen­ 
cies cooperate fully and efficiently 
with the local community. 
For exam­ 
ple, the statew ide health agencies, 
state board of health, Illinois Tuber­ 
culosis association, medical societies 
and nurses’ associations may be ever 
so active, but until the community 
busies itself in actually working out 
these 
plans 
and 
purposes 
neither 
statewide nor the nationwide organiza­ 
tions can function locally. All too long 
we have waited on 
Springfield or 
W ashington for what must be done by 
the earnest, hearty co-operation of the 
local community itself. 
So with the vexed question of recre­ 
ation. 
National 
organizations 
may 


work out ideal program s of play. State 
co-operation in the field of athletics 
may prepare the wTay, but again the 
community 
must 
organize 
its 
own 
forces before parks, playgrounds and 
gymnasiums can be secured and used 
for the common good. 
The home itself is no exception to 
this law. 
Outside agencies for its im­ 
provement, such as the Horae and Farm 
bureau, may provide plans for its im­ 
provement, but the active co-operation 
of the people living close together 
must bring the result so sorely needed. 
The school possibly more than other 
agencies within the community, ex­ 
presses Its life. 
The intent of the 
law is that every community shall 
have the kind of school it wants. The 
problem, then, is to lead the people to 
w'ant the right kind. 
It Is interesting 
In this connection to note that, the 
school is the first Instituion to legally 
be recognized in a community enter­ 
prise. 
In 1917 the word crept Into 
the law instead of tow’nship, and in 
1919 
the 
present 
community 
high 
school law’ gave It further sanction. 
Other im portant interests not yet 
recognized 
as 
communitywide 
will 
gradually be so organized and admin­ 
istered, such as health, recreation, 
beautifying, and in many communities 
the library, and in some even the 
church. 
Tile purpose of the University of 
Illinois, through the work of the com­ 
munity adviser, is to stim ulate the 
local communities throughout the state 
to a greater activity in their behalf— 
In developing more fully through their 
own resources “the chief concern of 
life”—the tilings most w’orth while.

The average operating expense per 
bushel of corn on the farm s keeping 
records in Champaign and P iatt coun­ 
ties, for 1921, was $0.34. 
From a 
study of the cost of production fig­ 
ures being collected by the depart­ 
ment of farm organization and m an­ 
agement of the college of agriculture 
of the University of Illinois, for the 
year 1922, the cost will be about $0.27 
per bushel. 
The yield for 1921 was 
averaged at 48 bushels per acre. 
The 
returns for 1922 indicated a yield of 
50 bushels per acre as average. 
Operating expense is used here to 
include man labor, horse labor, seed, 
machinery, taxes, and general costs, 
but does not cover the use of land. 
Below is given the distribution of 
operating expense per acre for 1921, 
as determined through detailed cost 
accounting studies, and the suggested 
distribution of the costs for 1922, 
based upon the same studies over the 
first ten months of the year.
